the Chicago meeting 1951 and the Boston 
meeting 1952 considerable group bacteri- 
ologists voiced objections certain aspects the 
program for certification evolved the Sub- 
committee Certification and Problems Per- 
sonnel. These viewpoints, together with remarks 
certain recent developments are presented here. 

The Subcommittee Certification and Prob- 
lems Personnel for over two years has been seek- 
ing satisfactory means obtaining certification 
for specialists, particularly the field medical 
microbiology. The Subcommittee first proposed 
form Institute Microbiology act the 
certifying agency. This proposal was rather com- 
plex and appeared related the American 
Medical Association order gain certain de- 
sirable concessions hospital practice. 

When the matter came before the Business 
membership expressed very active interest and 
requested, resolution, that all members 
allowed vote upon the proposals after adequate 
publicity had been given the News Letter 
the However, between then and April 
1952 the Subcommittee reported directly the 
Council the B., and expressed the opinion 
that there was reason for presenting the pro- 

Unfortunately the News Letter did not carry 
detailed information the proposal until three 
months after the vote was taken last January. 
interesting note that the information which 
should have appeared our News was avail- 
able the members the College American 
Pathologists through their Secretary’s News Letter 
1951, month before the 
vote was taken.

Medical Microbiology was disapproved.

(2) The 
could establish which individuals 
could elected the basis background and 
demonstrated ability. (3) The could co- 
operate with other organizations and encourage 
the establishment separate board for certifica- 
tion activities. 

present there exists excellent opportunity 
for implementing the third alternative. No- 
vember 1950, the American Society Professional 
Biologists published plan for certification 
specialists the various phases biology. The 
following points the plan should noted: 
(1) founded upon the idea that medical mi- 
crobiology branch biology; (2) permits 
the affiliated organization (in this case the B.) 
either appoint the members the examining 
Board nominate several persons for each 
position, whichever the organization prefers; this 
proviso would avoid legal responsibility the 
sentative group professions; and (4) would 
certify bacteriologists regardless the type 
advanced degree.

Professional Biologists continues its policy 
advancing the economic and professional status 
individual biologists supplementing the activities 
scientific and technical societies.

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Summary Events Prior the Convention. 
The American Board Medical Microbiology was 
originally sponsored the Society American 
Bacteriologists (S. B.). This society, with 
membership approximately 4500, includes most 
the eminent bacteriologists the country, but 
includes only about 450 physicians. About 1500 
have doctorate training other types, chiefly 
the Ph.D. level. About 2700 have doctorate. 
Obviously, then, the Society overwhelmingly 
organization non-physicians. 

The Steering appointed the 
organize the new Board was composed 
physician-members and one Ph.D.-member. 
the twelve, seven are presently were formerly 
engaged public health work, either govern- 
mental agencies academic centers. 

The Steering Committee prepared Certificate 
Incorporation and set by-laws which pro- 
vided for certification Ph.D.-bacteriologists, 
well M.D.-bacteriologists. seems evident, 
however, that the main purpose was certify 
Ph.D.-candidates, because provision already existed 
and still exists for the certification M.D. candi- 
dates the American Board Pathology. 

The new Board made plans for its permanent 
organization. There was some comment indicating 
that effort might made the Board 
exact promise from each Ph.D.-diplomate the 
effect that would not practice independently 
medical supervision; however, this stipulation was 
not included the original by-laws supplied the 
College, nor does appear likely that such 
stipulation would acceptable the long run 
Ph.D.-bacteriologists general. would therefore 
unenforceable. 

February this year the proposals the 
new Board were brought before the Advisory Board 
for Medical Specialties. The Advisory Board did 
give its approval, despite receipt letter from 
the College American Pathologists requesting 
delay until the proposal could publicized and 
given careful consideration physicians general, 
including the pathologists the country. The

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text the College letter was later published the 
April issue this News Letter. 

was known that the application for approval 
would then submitted the Council Medical 
Education and Hospitals for ratification since that 
the standard procedure the establishment 
new Specialty Board. was also known from 
personal contacts that time that several members 
the Council looked with favor approval 
the new Board, and this was abundantly confirmed 
June, when formal hearings were held. 

The Officers and Governors the College were 
greatly disturbed hearing the unexpected 
support which the new Board was receiving. They 
therefore gave the problem close attention. The 
President appointed special committee, with Dr. 
Harry Smith Chairman, consult with 
colleagues the field pathology, and with leaders 
organized medicine general, and acquaint 
them with the problems involved. was evident 
all along that few our colleagues were not fa- 
miliar with the realities medical practice outside 
cloistered walls, were indifferent them. 
The President instructed his committee proceed 
with due recognition this fact, and enlist their 
friendly understanding and support whenever 
possible. This, believe, was achieved grati- 
fying degree. 

personal contact and telephone the Presi- 
dent’s committee remained all times close 
contact with the Governors and Officers the 
College, including the Executive Secretary and his 
staff. was promptly agreed all consulted that 
the matter should carried state medical so- 
cieties, and through them delegates the 
American Medical Association. Sample resolutions 
were then drawn conference, and these, along 
with written statements, were sent the Execu- 
tive Secretary secretaries state pathology so- 
cieties and counselors the American Society 
Clinical Pathologists. great amount labor 
was then expended the local level explaining 
the problem and arranging mechanisms whereby 
the viewpoints physicians the grass roots level 
might made known the legislative bodies 
medical societies. The success these efforts can 
gauged the fact that rather short notice 
resolutions were passed eight state medical 
societies, the end that their delegates the 
American Medical Association were instructed 
oppose approval Specialty Boards 
designed certify non-medical men the diplo- 
mate level. other states, the officers and dele- 
gates were merely supplied with information with- 
out making any effort secure official sponsorship 
resolutions. 

June 1952. indicated the May issue this

News Letter, the House Delegates the Ameri- 
can Medical Association defeated the effort 
secure approval for the new Specialty 
Board Microbiology. fact, the sentiment 
opposed acceptance the new board was very 
strong the convention. therefore seems unlikely 
that further efforts will made secure 
approval.

Reference refers nine similar resolutions, 
almost identical content, that were introduced 
the floor the House Delegates. Eight 
them represented the official views the State 
Medical Societies California, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, New Jersey, New York and 
Rhode Island. One was presented Dr. 
Westmoreland, delegate from the Section 
Pathology and Physiology the 

typical resolution was follows: 

application presently being 
processed with the intent obtaining American 
Medical Association approval Specialty Board 
Medical Microbiology which will certify non- 
physicians diplomates field medical 
practice; and 

American Board Pathology which can provide 
certification properly qualified physicians the 
field medical microbiology, now therefore 

“RESOLVED, That the House Delegates reaf- 
firm its approval the Essentials for Approved 
Examining Boards Medical Specialties, in- 
cluding the principles that applicants for examina- 
tion must graduates medical school ap- 
proved the Council Medical Education and 
Hospitals and must licensed practice medi- 
cine; and further 

“RESOLVED, That the House Delegates in- 
struct the Council Medical Education and Hos- 
limit its approval specialty boards 
those which can comply with these essentials, 
order safeguard the interests and welfare 
patients.” 

The nine resolutions, accord with standard 
procedure, were once referred Reference 
Committee for open hearings, somewhat analogous 


those held before Committees Congress 
Washington. The Committee this case was the 
reference Committee Medical Education and 
Hospitals—a committee composed entirely 
delegates. 

Reference No. has with special sup- 
plementary report prepared the Council 
Medical Education and Hospitals, and submitted 
the House Delegates, and then referred the 
Reference Committee already mentioned, for open 
hearings. essence, the report requests time for 
further study the Trustees and the Council and 
for the privilege presenting recommendations 
the House Delegates later date. The sub- 
mission this report was something relief, 
for, stated already, several members the 
Council were known sympathetic the es- 
tablishment new Board. 

the following day, June 10, the Reference 
Committee held open hearings the nine resolu- 
tions (Ref. and the special report the 
Council Medical Education and Hospitals 
(Ref. 1). Officers and Governors the College 
participated freely, did certain delegates and 
members the Advisory Board for Medical 
Specialties and the Council Medical Educa- 
tion and Hospitals. The members the Reference 
Committee are commended for encouraging 
free and complete expression opinion and for the 
clear, forceful reports finally written. These com- 
mittee reports (Ref. and were referred back 
the House Delegates, where they were approved 
without dissenting vote. These reports provide 
that: 

“On any new matters, action 
tion the Council Medical Education and 
Hospitals, which Committee the House 
Delegates, must submitted the House 
Delegates for its approval before being adopted. 
The Council Medical Education and Hospitals 
has power initiate any policy regarding Spe- 
cialty Boards contrary any regulation previously 
adopted the House Delegates.” 

The proposed study non-physician special- 
ists and their relationship American medicine 
authorized, but the report, when presented, 
not contain “recommendations,” originally 
proposed the Council. 

“In the eight resolutions introduced physi- 
cians from state medical societies widely scat- 
tered areas the country and one from the Sec- 
tion Pathology and Physiology, they have stated 
uncertain manner how they feel about the 
subject, and your reference committee confident 
that the Board Trustees, the Council Medical 
Education and Hospitals, and Advisory Board for 
Medical Specialties will give due consideration 
the subject matter contained these resolutions. 

“The Council Medical Education and Hos- 
pitals has not recommended the approval 
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American Board for any non-physician group, and 
hence your reference committee feels unneces- 
sary take any action these resolutions this 
time but should await the report the House 
Delegates the study the Council Medical 
Education and Hospitals and the Board Trustees 
the subject.” 

Comment. evident that this con- 
vention presented with crisis, and, believe, 
turning point problem great interest 
pathologists. This debate over the role Ph.D.- 
workers old debate, everybody knows. 
However, the current phase the debate unique, 
that the microbiologists made bold effort 
settle the matter, once and for all, trying 
secure diplomate status, under auspices the 
they could secure acceptance diplo- 
mates, the highest levels organized medicine, 
they would have further difficulty convincing 
hospitals, public health agencies and state legis- 
latures that they were entitled practice medicine 
the field over which they had been examined. 
Had the microbiologists succeeded their cam- 
paign, obvious that the clinical chemists, 
clinical psychologists and others would have fol- 
lowed their example. The field medical practice 
would have been nibbled away, bit bit, and given 
groups which lack competence and understanding 
the broad aspects medical practice, other 
words men who are not Doctors Medicine. 

indeed fortunate that the pathologists 
the country, under the leadership the College 
American Pathologists, recognized the danger. 
When they brought the matter the attention 
state medical sciences, they were most gratified 
the response, which was overwhelmingly favor- 
able. The nine resolutions expressed the viewpoint 
the overwhelming majority the country’s 
practitioners medicine. 

discussing our problem with colleagues 
other fields, called attention similar problems 
other branches specialization. found our 
colleagues fully alert these problems. Practitioners 
everywhere welcome the opportunity cooperate 
for they are coming gradually realize that 
threat one threat all. The credit and 
prestige which now come pathologists are 
reflection the fact that our leadership has pro- 
vided rallying point for men all branches 
medicine. 

evident, nevertheless, that the non-medical 
scientists, trying enter the field patient 
care, have received active support from rela- 
tively small but influential segment the medical 
profession. understand this, one must appreciate 
the important role Ph.D.-scientists the medical 
schools and research organizations the country. 
Here, their performance has been outstanding, 
especially the fields fundamental research. 
Indeed, our medical school departments anatomy, 


biochemistry, physiology and microbiology are 
now staffed considerable extent Ph.D.- 
personnel. Many these men are distinguished 
investigators and teachers, and they have deservedly 
acquired great prestige these two fields. would 
mistake, however, believe that competence 
these two fields would imply competence the 
field patient care. This mistake one with which 
are all familiar and sometimes spoken 
the “fallacy misplaced expertness.” Obviously, 
this error one which few our colleagues have 
made. has been made particularly some 
those who are closely associated with these Ph.D.- 
scientists common problems teaching and 
research. These men see and appreciate the role 
the Ph.D.-scientist academic circles, but without 
being aware the dangers which exist when they 
enter into medical practice outside cloistered 
walls. The Ph.D.-scientists themselves have many 
qualms about the matter. Almost none them 
are willing work purely the technological 
level, and most them realize that they are not 
competent consult day-by-day problems 
diagnosis and treatment. The factors which may 
tend draw these men into the field patient 
care are many and complex. partly matter 
overproduction and competition certain fields. 
course, problems professional prestige also 
enter into the picture, but exaggeration 
say that few the really competent scientists 
would leave the academic and investigative field, 
were not for economic factors. 

face the future must realize that these 
various problems will recur various forms. In- 
deed, the House Delegates appreciated the com- 
plex nature the problem. authorized the 
Trustees and the Council Medical Education 
and Hospitals study the entire problem non- 
physician specialists and report later the House 
Delegates. The Council has been instructed 
“elicit opinions from all groups concerned.” Pa- 
thologists will await these studies with interest, 
and will, course, cooperate any way they can 
reaching sound solutions these important 
problems, but must never abandon the principle 
that only physicians can practice medicine.

result conferences with Dr. Laffer and 
others, and the open discussion the Annual 
Meeting Boston, became evident that, aside 
from the areas covered the A.B.M.M., 
the only other obvious need the present time 
was the broad peripheral area what Dr. Dubos 
has termed paramedical microbiology and have 
called quasi-medical microbiology.

Accordingly, new Committee Certification 
and Problems Personnel was appointed under the 
chairmanship Earle Spaulding, Ph.D., Chair- 
man the Department Microbiology, Temple 
University School Medicine, and Counci- 
lor from the Eastern Pennsylvania Branch. Other 
present members this Committee are Lester 
Krampitz, Ph.D., Chairman the Department 
Microbiology, Western Reserve University, and 
late Councilor from the Ohio Branch; 
Norman Laffer, Ph.D., Associate Professor 
Bacteriology, University Maryland, and Execu- 
tive Secretary the American Society Profes- 
sional Biologists; and Morris Rakieten, Ph.D., 
M.D., Director the South Shore Analytical and 
Research Laboratory, Islip, New York, Associate 
Professor Bacteriology the Long Island Col- 
lege Medicine, and President the New York 
City Branch the The membership this 
Committee has been restricted intentionally for the 
present small group that believed 
representative. Additional members will ap- 
pointed, and new areas surveyed, the needs 
develop. The immediate goal this Committee 
study the problem accreditation micro- 
biologists not intended included under the 
provisions the A.B.M.M. Its work, therefore, 
will quite distinct from that the Subcommittee 
under Drs. Francis and Syverton, though the two 
groups will find advantageous confer. 
intended that the new Committee shall explore the 
para-quasi-medical field mentioned, all levels 
including the doctoral. will maintain close 
communication with our Committee Curricula, 
under the Chairmanship Dr. Charles Evans, 
which formulating standards for basic training 
microbiology with view the establishment 
program for the accreditation curricula and 
institutions offering such training. believe that 
this parallel development essential the suc- 
cess any program certification individuals

The members the were informed 
the August News Letter that the American Medical 
Association had postponed action the 
pending further investigation the situation. 
detailed presentation the views one the 
medical groups concerned reprinted above. There 
some reason believe that considerable group 
pathologists and other medical men not agree 
with all the views expressed the Committee 
the College American Pathologists. Without 
going into extended analysis this time, 
seems nevertheless important emphasize two 
points. First, was remote from the intention 
our Subcommittee concentrate the certifica-

IDA BENGTSON 1881-1952 


Dr. Ida Bengtson, retired Public Health Serv- 
ice scientist, nationally known for her research 
contributions the field rickettsial diseases, 
died Saturday, September the Public 
Health Service Hospital Baltimore. She was 
years old. 

Dr. Bengtson was the first woman scientist 
serve the staff the Public Health Service’s 
Hygienic Laboratory, predecessor the National 
Institutes Health. She retired 1946 after 
years with the Public Health Service, having 
delayed her retirement for several years because 
scientific manpower shortages during World War II. 

For years prior her retirement, Dr. Bengt- 
son conducted investigations rickettsial dis- 
eases, including typhus fever, Q-fever, scrub 
typhus, and Rocky Mountain spotted fever. 
During the course her studies endemic 
typhus, she contracted the disease while admister- 
ing inoculations. 

Dr. Bengtson’s work developing the comple- 
ment fixation test for typhus fever won her the 
Typhus Medal the United States Typhus Com- 


mission, awarded after her retirement. She was 
also well known for her earlier work trachoma 
and antitoxins for tetanus and gangrene. 

Born Harvard, Nebraska, 1881, Dr, 
Bengtson recived her A.B. degree from the Uni- 
versity Nebraska 1903 and her M.S. and 
Ph.D. degrees bacteriology from the University 
Chicago 1913 and 1919 respectively. Before 
joining the Public Health Service 1916, she 
was employed bacteriologist for year the 
Chicago Department Health. 

Dr. Bengtson was member numerous 
scientific organizations, including the Washington 
Academy Science, the Society for Experimental 
Biology and the Society American 
ologists. She was president the Washington 
Branch the S.A.B. 1943-44, and Councilor 
from the Branch during 1945 and
